This wind .velocity measur- 
ing instrument is placed “at in- 
tervals on.a flat open, space at 
distance comparable, with’ the air- 
ghip, and it records on a chart the 
wind velocity. in seconds. All 
the anemometers are. connected by 
an electrical device 80 that one 
may obtain records of what speed 
the wind reached at any particular 
time, and from. this information 
the designer may base his caleula- 
tions for the strength necessary
